Abplanalp, the Bronxville, N Y , 
inventor of the aerosol can, loaned 
the Nixons $625,000 in July, 1969, to 
help them make the down payment 
on a 26-acre tract of real estate 
including Nixon’s bluff top home, 
now known as La Casa Pacifica.

The voucher plan 


Perhaps the most exciting 
educational experiment of 
the century is tentatively 
scheduled to take place in 
New Hampshire this fall. 
Top level officials within 
the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare are 
doing their best, however, 
to abort it. Mr Thomas K. 
Glennan. Director of HEW’s 
National 
Institute 
of 
Education, is appalled a ) at 
the prospect of the voucher 
plan for schools just to 
begin with; and b) extra­ 
appalled that the plans to go 
ahead with an experiment in 
New Hampshire have not 
been sufficiently encased in 
bureaucratic concrete. 
The 
following 
is 
a 
specimen of the kind of 
language that issues from 
Mr. Glennan, the extinction 
of 
which, 
I 
mean 
the 
language not Mr. Glennan, 
is presumably one of the 
objectives 
of 
American 
educational 
reform; 
‘‘A 
more 
careful 
job 
of 
negotiating for a feasibility 
study should be done,' he 
has written.” It should be 
done with input from the 
N1E and from the OEO 
people 
who 
have 
been 
involved in past voucher 
activities. 
No 
attempt 
should be made to mount an 
operational program next 
fall but rather the fall of 
1974 should be the target 
date.” 
The OEO is the Office of 
Economic 
Opportunity, 
whose bright young men 
have been pushing for the 
New Hampshire plan which 
is 
modeled 
after 
the 
prescriptions of Professor 
Milton 
Friedman. 
That 
model is not to be confused 
with Christopher Jencks’, 
which is said to be in 
operation at Alum Rock 
Union School District in 
California, 
but 
actually 
isn't: wherein hangs a tale 
Milton Friedman’s plan is 
quite simple. Let us suppose 
that your state is spending 
$1,000 per year per student. 
The parents, under the plan, 
would 
receive as many 
vouchers 
as 
they 
had 
children. 
Each 
voucher 
would be turned over, along 
with a child, at any school 
public 
or 
private 
that 
commended itself to the 
parents. The schools would 
send in their vouchers to the 
state treasury, which would 
remit $1,000 per voucher 
received. The purpose of 
the program is to encourage 
individual 
initiative 
in 
education, to eliminate the 
inequity of double taxation 
for those who patronize 
private 
schools, 
and 
to 
encourage, for those who 
cannot now afford it, the 
kind of variety of choice 
available 
only 
to 
the 
wealthy. 
Mr. Christopher Jencks, a 
resourceful 
so cialist, 
meanwhile came up with his 
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voucher plan which is so 
heavy with qualifications as 
to be, in the end, not very 
interesting. 
The plan is 
described in an OEO memo 
as forbidding “schools to 
discriminate by income or 
merit. ..Parents could not 
supplement vouchers from 
their 
own 
incomes 
and 
every school with more 
applicants 
than 
places 
would have to conduct a 
lottery. 
Also, 
minority 
candidates would have to be 
accepted 
in 
the 
same 
proportions in which they 
applied, and ‘compensatory 
vouchers' would create an 
incentive for accepting low- 
income candidates ” 


“The differences between 
the Friedman and Jencks 
proposals,” OEO Assistant 
Director Daniel Joy sums 
up 
neatly, 
“reflect 
the 
philosophical 
primacy 
which Friedman gives to 
liberty 
and 
Jencks 
to 
equality.” 


Now over at Alum Rock, 
under the supervision of Mr. 
Glennan when he was at 
OEO. they took the Jencks’ 
plan and then added so 
many other qualifications to 
it 
that 
no 
one 
quite 
understands 
why 
it 
is 
considered to be a testing 
ground 
for 
the 
voucher 
principle. But Mr. Glennan, 
who undertakes to speak 
also for Mr. Frank Carlucci, 
the 
Deputy 
Director of 
HEW, is obviously opposed 
to the Friedman plan, and 
enthusiastic about the Alum 
Rock plan, which whatever 
it is, is not a voucher plan. 


The experiment, which 
would involve only a few 
thousand students in New 
Hampshire at a cost of only 
five million dollars, has the 
enthusiastic 
backing 
of 
Governor 
Meldrim 
Thomson, Jr. and of New 
Hampshire’s 
assembly. 
HEW wants more of what 
they call in Washington 
“ f e a s i b i l i t y 
and 
implementation 
studies.” 
The OEO people point out 
that F & I was done on Alum 
Rock ad nauseam and that 
really, “it oughtn t to be 
necessary to reinvent the 
wheel.” 
The 
coming 
collision between the doers 
and 
the 
naysayers 
will 
presumably take place on 
the desk of HEW Secretary, 
Mr. 
Casper 
Weinberger, 
who 
when 
he 
was 
in 
California showed himself 
hos pit abl e 
to 
experimentation. It might 
go on to Mr. Nixon’s desk, 
perhaps with a covering 
note reminding him of his 
pledges in 1968 to do what 
might be done to spare the 
private schools. Meanwhile,

constipating

It isn't easy to b<* a paperboy. 
You 
must 
be 
responsible 
01 
quickly 
learn 
responsibility 
Every day those papers have to be 
delivered. 
It doesn’t matter it it’s raining or your buddies have 
thrilling plans that afternoon. It doesn’t matter if one 
day you just don’t feel like getting up and riding your 
bike around town to throw newspapers at porches, 
sometimes missing the target and having to retrieve it 
District managers don’t like sloppy work. 
Then there is the responsibility of collecting and 
handling money. You have to pay your monthly bill. So 
every month you knock on the appropriate doors to 
collect. Many times the people don’t have the money or 
they’re not at home and you have to come back. 


But district managers don’t want to hear a lot of 
excuses at the end of the month. They want your bill 
paid. 


Being a paperboy, you also learn to work with people, 
as you can see. 
Mike Berry, 1213 W. Airport, knows all about the hard 
life of a carrier-salesman. There are unglamorous parts 
like wet papers, complaints, customers moving out and 
not paying their bill, having to leave your friends at the 
beach to go throw your route, and the unsympathetic 
eyes of a district manager. 


Mike has been a Lompoc Record carrier for 5 years, 10 
months now. But May is his last month Congressman 
Charles M. Teague appointed Mike to the U.S. Air Force 
Academy in Colorado. 
Mike was 11 and ;!i years old in I960 when he applied 
for a Record paper route. He stood 4 11 
and weighed 90 
pounds. Today he is 18, stands 6 T \ and weighs 170 
pounds. He is a senior at Lompoc High School. 


Maybe one could say being a papeilioy is a growing 
experience 
During tenure as a carrier, Mike delivered papers to 80 
percent of all the houses on his route area lie had a 
minimum number ol service complaints, and always had 
his monthly bill in on time to receive his bonus So 
reports Mike’s district manager. 
Mike says his father wanted him to get a route to teach 
him responsibility. 
“But I got a route for the money. I was getting $1 and 
$2 allowance a week,” he said. 
Mike explained that he kept his route through high 
school because of the little amount of time he had to 
invest for a $40 a month income. He folds and delivers his 
papers in less than an hour. 
Also, “ there weren’t many jobs around,” fie notes. 
So, Mike is giving up all this responsibility and money 
Come July he leaves his 57 customers. They have grown 
to know Mike well and depend on his punctual service 
Now his customers will have to take the chance of 
getting some young, inexperienced kid who has yet to 
learn about carrier responsibility. But the kid will learn 
through 
the* 
unrelenting demands 
of 
the district 
manager. 


For Mike there will be no more $50 in tips at Christmas 
along with packages of Life Savers, chocolate-covered 
cherries, and homemade cookies and fudge. And the 
usual $4 in monthly tips that will be gone too 
Mike is trading all this to be an Air Force cadet In 
return he gets summer boot camp, harrassment from 
upper classmen, and three weeks leave time and two 
weekend passes in his freshman year 


He’ll wear a cadet uniform everyday to class and he’ll 
deal with people who’ll make his old district manager 
look saintly. 
And talk about responsibility ...

Stopping a 2000 lb. bull 


with positive thoughts 


Looking at the photo of Cary 
Leffew riding a mean and kicking 
bull, one can wonder what the 
cowboys in the background are 
thinking: 
“ Don’t tell me he is going to do it 
again.” 
“ What’s this guy got .” 
“ I hope he falls on his backside 
and never gets up 
“Come on, Leffew, you ve won 
enough.” 
Up on that bull’s back his face 
grimaces, but at a table over lunch, 
L effew 
ta lk s 
happily 
and 
unpretentiously. 
He readily tells 
how he became one of the highest 
rated bull riders in the Rodeo 
Cowboys Association circuit today. 
“ In 1967, 1 started reading books 
on positive thinking. It’s actually a 
form of self-hypnosis where you go 
through a 21 day meditation period 
You go through mental exercises for 
relaxation and then picture yourself 
as what you want to be. 
“You are actually changing your 
self-image Your self-image is sort 
of a blueprint in your subconscious 
mind of what you are and what your 
capabilities are; and try as you will 
you’ll never go over what your 
subconscious says you can do. Your 
willpower and subconscious are at 
each 
other. 
Your 
subconscious 
always wins. The only way you can 
overcome it is to change your self- 
image.” 
Leffew practiced these mental 
exercises and pictured himself as 
the world's champion bull rider 
winning $25,000 a year. At the end of 
21 days he felt like the person he had 
projected into his mind.

And while on the 1967 circuit, 
Leffew kept a lot of positive quotes 
around 
and 
kept 
reading 
back 
through 
the 
books 
Result: 
he 
tripled his earnings that year from 
$7,000 to $21,000, and he continued to 
make $20,000 a year riding bulls 
until 1970. That year he won the 
national bull riding championship, 
which alone is good for $25,000 
Also, in 1970 he won the national 
finals, the world series of rodeo. 
Leffew believes that the positive 
thinking program caused him to 
reverse the worry process. 
“When you think about a 2.000 
pound bull that ain't never been 
ridden before and wants to hurt you 
and step on you. you really get a lot 
of negative thoughts and you worry 
about bad things happening to you, 
and it’s not too hard for it to happen 
if you think about it. 


“ When you think about riding a 
bull you have to think about what 
you want to happen and block that 


bull out of your mind. You try to 
concentrate your mental energy on 
yourself, what you want to do and 
what you want to happen ... when I 
get on a bull I have him defeated in 
my own mind before I even climb 
on.” he said. 
Leffew, 28, is from Santa Maria 
Now he lives with his wife and five- 
year-old son in Arroyo Grande on 
their ranch where he operates a bull 
riding school. 
He 
began 
riding 
bulls 
for 
excitement in 1963. Until he started 
the 
positive 
thinking 
program, 
Leffew was just another bull rider, 
he said 
He has told many rodeo cowboys 
about 
such 
books 
as 
“Psycho- 
Cybernetics” 
and 
the 
21 
day 
meditation period. They read the 
books, but don’t practice the mental 
exercises. 
So. now when he shows for the 
many rodeos held across the U.S. 
yearly, the other bull riders expect 
him to win 
Leffew continues practicing the 
mental exercises and re-reading 
certain books. In fact, he will soon 
leave his family for a 21 day retreat 
to the mountains to meditate and 
prepare himself to start rodeoing in 
July. 
Since December Leffew has been 
out of action with a broken leg A 
bull named Short T stepped on him 
in Oklahoma City. «Editor’s note. 
Leffew will judge at the Elks Rodeo 
at the Santa Maria Fairgrounds, 
June 1, 2. and 3. >
